Memorandum on the Rainfall of June and July and the 
Probable Amount during August and September 1960 

New Delhi , the 21st August 1960 
1. WEATHER IN INDIA DURING JUNE AND JULY 

June — This year the southwest monsoon advanced into 
Kerala on 14th May, more than a fortnight earlier than 
usual. By the end of May, it had advanced into north 
coastal Mysore and over the south Peninsula. In associa- 
tion with formation of a cyclonic storm in the north Bay 
of Bengal monsoon had advanced temporarily into 
Gangetic West Bengal on 28th and into Assam on 29th, 
but it withdrew from there into the Bay soon thereafter. 

The monsoon current generally remained feeble during 
the first week of June but revived after the 7th June. The 
Arabian Sea branch of the monsoon advanced into the souh 
Konkan on 8th, into the north Konkan on 13th and south 
Gujarat State on 14th, into south Madhya Pradesh on

16th, Orissa on 17th and north Gujarat State on 19th. The 
Bay branch of the monsoon advanced into Assam and 
Sub-I-Iimalayan West Bengal between 10th and 13th and 
over Gangetic West Bengal on 17t,h. In association w'th 
the movement westwards of a low pressure area from 
the head of Bay of Bengal between 20th and 23rd the 
monsoon extended northwestwards into Uttar Pradesh 
and southeast Rajasthan by ?3rd. Before the end of June, 
the monsoon had advanced over the whole country outside 
Jammu and Kashmir. Active or vigorous monsoon condi- 
tions prevailed along the wegt coast from 12th to 14th 
Juno and again from 2fith 1o 29th. Dahanu recorded 38 
ems of rain on 28th. 

The month’s rainfall was in moderate to large excess 
over the Konkan, Gujarat State, east Rajasthan and the 
Punjab (I), in slight excess over Deccan (including 
Marathwada), Vidarbha and, Telnngana and normal over 
the Bay Islands, Assam, Orisss, coastal Andhra Pradesh, 
the Madras State and north Interior Mysore. Rainfall was 
in slight defect over west Rajasthan, east Madhya Pradesh 
coastal Mysore and Kerala and in moderate to large defect 
elsewhere over the country outside Himachal Pradesh and 
Jammu and Kashrrrr for which area, the data are incom- 
plete. 

July — In association with the formation and movement 
of two depressions — one in the head Bay of Bengal and 
the other in the northeast Arabian Sea— active to vigorous 
monsoon conditions prevailed along the west coast and 
the belt extending from Ganget’c West Bengal and Orissa 
to Gujarat State during the first week of July. Veraval 
recorded 28 ems and Porbandar 22 ems of rain on 3rd. 
Severe floods were reported from Saurashtra. Monsoon 
also advanced into Jammu and Kashmir in the first week 
of July. 

After the two depressions filled up in the first week, 
there was a break ini the monsooti which lasted upto 
about 18th July. As usual, during this period, monsoon 
activity was confined mostly to the belt extending from 
the Punjab (I) to Assam. Some heavy to very heavy falls 
of rain occurred in this belt. Revival of the normal mon- 
soon activity over the country as a whole started on 19th 
July and the monsoon became active over large parts of 
the country after 24th. It was vigorous over coastal Mysore 
on 25th and 26th, over the Konkan on 26th and over south 
Gujarat State on 27th. 


The month’s rainfall was in large excess over Madras 
State, in moderate excess over Uttar Pradesh, the Punjab 
(I), west Rajasthan, and coastal Andhra Pradesh, in slight 
excess over Assam, Gangetic West Bengal, Orissa and 
Saurashtra and Kutch apd normal over Sub-Himalayan 
West Bengal, Bihar Plains, Deccan 1 (including Marath- 
wada), Vidarbha, Rayalaseema, south Interior Mysore, 
Kerala and the Arabian Sea Islands, Rainfall was in slight 
defect over Bihar Plateau, east Rajasthan, Madhya 
Pradesh, the Konkan, Telangana and coastal and north 
Interior Mysore and in moderate to large defect over the 
Bay Islands and east Gujarat State. Data for Himachal 
Pradesh and Jammu and Kashmir are incomplete, 


June and July — The southwest monsoon had advanced 
into the south Peninsula during Mav —about a fortnight 
earlier than usual. It had advanced temporarily into 
Assam and Gangetic West Bengal— at the end of May but 
had withdrawn from there soon thereafter. A spell of 
weak monsoon conditions prevailed during the first week 
of June. The monsoon recovered its strength and estab- 
lished itself progressively over the whole country out- 
side Jammu and Kashmir by the end of June by about 
the normal dates. Strong monsoon conditions in the first 
week of July were followed by a ‘break.’ in the monsoon 
for about 10 days. Its activity over the country was 
generally normal during the rest of the month. 


Total rainfall during the months of June and July was 
in large excess over Madras State, in moderate excess 
over the Punjab (I), Saurashtra and Kutch and the 
Konkan, in slight excess over Orissa, west Uttar Pradesh, 
west Rajasthan and coastal Andhra Pradesh and normal 
over Assam, Gangetic West Bengal, east Uttar Pradesh, 
east Rajasthan, Deccan (including Marathwada), Vidar- 
bha 1 , Telangana and Kerala, Rainfall was in slight defect 
over the Bay Islands, Bihar Plains, Madhya Pradesh, 
Rayalaseema, Mysore State and the Arabian!' Sea Islands 
and in moderate defect over Sub-Himalayan West Bengal, 
Bihar Plateau and east Gujarat State. Data for Himachal 
Pradesh and Jammu and Kashmir are incomplete.

2. CONDITIONS HAVING INFLUENCE ON THE RAINS 
OF AUGUST AND SEPTEMBER 1960 

A foreshadowing of the monsoon rainfall of June to 
September was issued early in June. Recent data have 
been examined to see if any useful supplementary fore- 
shadowing for the remainder of the season can now be 
g ; ven, The relevant data are the following: — 

Indian Pressure in July — In July pressure was slightly 
below nlormal in Kerala, Madras, Coastal and North 
Mysore and Konkan, and generally above normal else- 
where over the country with maximum positive departure 
over Gangetic West Bengal, Orissa and Bihar Plateau. 

Indian Ocean Pressure in July— At Mauritius, pressure 
was in excess of the normal by 0.1 mb. 

Java Rain — The monthly rainfall departures from 
October 1959 to February 1960 were -^3 per cent, — 15 
per cent, +22 per cent, 0 and +20 per cent respectively. 

South Rhodesia Rain — Rainfall from October 1959 to 
April 1960 was in defect by 214.4 mm. 

South American Pressure — Pressure departures were 
as follows —

Punjab Temperature Range — Departure of the Punjab 
Temperature Range i (April+May) 1960 was +0.6°C. 

Indo-Gangetic River Discharges— Mean departure of the 
total river discharges during April and May 1960 was 
— 128 (in 10,000 cusecs). 

3. INFERENCES FROM THE DATA 

In foreshadowing the August and September rainfall in 
the Peninsula [taken to consist of Maharashtra, Gujarat, 
Madhya Pradesh (excluding the old Madhya Bharat, 
Bhopal and Vindhya Pradesh areas), Interior Mysore 
North, Costal Mysore (excluding South Kanara). and 
Telangana], the ch : ef factors in the order of decreasing 
reliability as judged from the available data are Mauritius 
Pressure, Pressure distribution in India, Java rain and 
south Rhodesia rain, Of the factors, Indian Pressure is 
very favourable, south Rhodesia rain favourable and 
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Mauritius Pressure and Java rain are indifferent. The 
statistical analysis indicates that there is a four to one 
chance that the total rainfall of August and September 
1960 in the Peninsula will be above 97 per cent of the 
normal. 

For Northwest India [taken to consist of the Uttar 
Pradesh, the Punjab (I), Himachal Pradesh, Delhi abd 
Rajasthan], the factors used in the order of decreasing 
reliability, a judged by the available data are Indo- 
Gangetic River Discharges, South American Pressure, 
Indian Pressure, South Rhodesia Rain, and Punjab 
Temperature Range. This year South Rhodesia Rain and 
Indo-Gangetic River Discharges are very favourable, 
Indian Pressure is different and South American Pressure 
and Punjab Temperature Range are both very unfavour- 
able. The statistical analysis indicates that the factors are 
conflicting but that there is a four to one chance that the 
total rainfall of August and September 1960 in Northwest 
India will be above 84 per cent of the normal. 

4. SUMMARY 

The total rainfall of August and September I960 is likely 
to be normal or slightly above normal in the Peninsula 
and normal in Northwest India.
